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Enclosed for the Bureau are the following facts related 
to the conviction of former JOHN GOTTI juror GEORGE PAPE on 
Obstruction of Justice (00J) charges, as it pertains to GEOFFREY 
S. MEARNS, Assistant United States Attorney (AUSA) , United States 
Attorney's office, EASTERN DISTRICT OF NEW YORK (EDNY) . 

It is requested by the NY Division that the Director 
consider the following facts in recognition and appreciation of 
AUSA MEARNS' tremendous accomplishments on receiving a conviction 
in this matter. The following is a brief synopsis of the case: 

On 3/13/87, GAMBINO LCN Boss JOHN GOTTI and six other 
defendants were acquitted of Federal racketeering charges in the 
EDNY. Following the verdict, New York (NY) sources indicated 
that one of the jurors had been compromised. 



Based on this information, NY Division initiated an 00J 
investigation with respect to anonymous juror number eleven,

j ausa mearns was assigned responsibility 


for the matter by his office. Following AUSA MEARNS' 
presentation to the Grand Jury, PAPE was indicted on February 7, 
1992, on charges of 00J and conspiracy, in violation of Title 18, 
USC, Sections 1503, 371 and 2. An arrest warrant was issued by 
the United States District Court (USDC) in the EDNY. On 
February 23, 1992, GEORGE PAPE was arrested without incident by 
FBI agents at his home in East Norwich, Long Island, NY. BOSCO 
RADONJICH was also indicted on similar charges and is currently a 
fugitive residing in Yugoslavia. 

From the outset, the case lacked several crucial 
elements which would jeopardize the government's position. 

Namely, the money could be traced to PAPE's bank accounts or 
other expenditures; BOSCO RADONJICH, the key link between PAPE 
and GOTTI, was a fugitive. The nature of the investigation and 
prosecution was very unique and delicate. It entailed unsealing 
the names of the previously anonymous jurors, interviewing them 
and reconstructing the entire jury selection process, which 
involved over 400 prospective jurors. Though all former jurors

were reluctant to cooperate, AUSA MEARNS persuaded one of them to 
testify at trial. 

MEARNS also had to deal with the intense NY media focus 
that follows JOHN GOTTI and any high profile organized crime 
case . 


In the course of trial preparation, MEARNS was required 
to travel away from NY, his wife, and newborn child, meanwhile 
maintaining his already heavy case load. 

At trial, MEARN's presentation, from opening to closing 
statements, was widely praised by all. His direct examination of 
CW GRAVANO was powerful and succinct. GRAVANO himself stated how 
impressed he was with MEARN's performance, in and out of the 
courtroom. PAPE was found guilty following brief deliberations. 

Subsequent to the jury's verdict, MEARNS has handled 
all the appeals and oral arguments, up until July 1993, when the 
verdict was affirmed by the Appellate Court. 

The importance of this case cannot be overestimated in 
terms of its value in terms of combatting organized crime, making 
a statement that 00J and jury tampering will not be tolerated. 
This also goes to dilute issues raised on JOHN GOTTI 's current 
appeal from his 1992 conviction; as well as, vindicating the EDNY 
on a case where tampering had long been suspected, but never 
proved .

In November of 1993, a trial commenced in the EASTERN 
DISTRICT OF NEW YORK (EDNY) in which ROBERT BISACCIA, a Captain 
in the GAMBINO LCN Family and ORAZIO STANTINI , a soldier with the 
same organized crime family were prosecuted in violation of Title 
18, United States Code (USC) , Section 1952B. Both individuals 
were charged with murder and conspiracy to commit murder, and 
both were part of JOHN GOTTI' s infamous criminal reign which 
abruptly ended in December of 1990 with the arrest of GOTTI and 
the family hierarchy. 

GEOFFREY MEARNS is an Assistant United States Attorney 
(AUSA) in the EDNY, and was assigned as the lead prosecutor in 
the aforementioned trial. SALVATORE GRAVANO, also known as (aka) 
Sammy The Bull, former Underboss and Consigliere in the Family, 
was the main prosecution witness, due to his planning and 
participation in the assassination. It is interesting to point 
out that GRAVANO in two prior trials and in a number of 
debriefings had initially failed to recall STANTINI' s 
participation in the plot. When the defense attorneys mounted an 
attack on GRAVANO in relation to this oversight, Mr. MEARNS was 
indefatigable in protecting GRAVANO 's credibility and integrity. 

Finally, at the time of closing arguments during the 
trial, Mr. MEARNS in his rebuttal proved to be outstanding, 
leaving no doubt in the jury's mind as to the guilt of both 
defendants. 

During this time, Mr. MEARNS was additionally 
overseeing several other prosecutions and as a direct result of 
his tenacity and tireless efforts, both defendants were found 
guilty of the assassination.

In November of 1993, ROBERT BISACCIA, a Captain in the 
GAMBINO LCN Family and ORAZIO STANTINI , a soldier within the same 
family were prosecuted in the EASTERN DISTRICT OF NEW YORK (EDNY) 
in violation of Title 18, United States Code (USC) , Section 
1952(B) on charges of murdering one FRANCESCO OLIVERI. Both of 
these individuals were a part of JOHN GOTTI' s infamous reign 
within the family, which abruptly ended in December of 1990 with 
the arrest of GOTTI and his hierarchy. 

KAREN POPP is an Assistant United States Attorney 
(AUSA) in the EDNY, and was assigned to the prosecution team. 

One of Ms. POPP's responsibilities was to prepare witness 
SALVATORE GRAVANO, former Consigliere and Underboss of the Family 
to testify against his former confederates in open court. 

GRAVANO had never worked with Ms. POPP, and was somewhat 
reluctant to prepare for trial with someone he did not feel 
comfortable with. However, as an experienced, dedicated and 
skilled prosecutor, Ms. POPP was able to quickly gain GRAVANO 's 
confidence, and the professional relationship between witness and 
prosecutor became a reality. 

Additionally, Ms. POPP was tasked with debriefing a 
number of witnesses from the Sicilian community for trial 
testimony. A number of these witnesses spoke a limited amount of 
English, and they were put into position of testifying in open 
court against friends and close relatives. As a result of Ms. 
POPP's unrelenting patience and persuasion, these witnesses 
proved to be both extremely effective and credible. As a direct 
result of the efforts of Ms. POPP, both defendants were found 
guilty of the murder charges against them in late November of 
1993.

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In November of 1993, a trial commenced in the EASTERN 
DISTRICT OF NEW YORK (EDNY) in which ROBERT BISACCIA, a Captain 
in the GAMBINO LCN Family and ORAZIO STANTINI , a soldier with the 
same organized crime family were prosecuted in violation of Title 
18, United States Code (USC) , Section 1952B. Both individuals 
were charged with murder and conspiracy to commit murder, and 
both were part of JOHN GOTTI ' s infamous criminal reign which 
abruptly ended in December of 1990 with the arrest of GOTTI and 
the family hierarchy. 

GEOFFREY MEARNS is an Assistant United States Attorney 
(AUSA) in the EDNY, and was assigned as the lead prosecutor in 
the aforementioned trial. SALVATORE GRAVANO, also known as (aka) 
Sammy The Bull, former Underboss and Consigliere in the Family, 
was the main prosecution witness, due to his planning and 
participation in the assassination. It is interesting to point 
out that GRAVANO in two prior trials and in a number of 
debriefings had initially failed to recall STANTINI* s 
participation in the plot. When the defense attorneys mounted an 
attack on GRAVANO in relation to this oversight, Mr. MEARNS was 
indefatigable in protecting GRAVANO* s credibility and integrity. 

Finally, at the time of closing arguments during the 
trial, Mr. MEARNS in his rebuttal proved to be outstanding, 
leaving no doubt in the jury's mind as to the guilt of both 
defendants. 


During this time, Mr. MEARNS was additionally 
overseeing several other prosecutions and as a direct result of 
his tenacity and tireless efforts, both defendants were found 
guilty of the assassination.
